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DEVICE ENABLES 
BREATH TO DO 
WORK OF HAND 


Is an Electric Light 
Which Can Be Blown 
Out.

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—An elec- 
tric light which- can be blown 
out with the small puff that 
extinguishes a. match was placed 
on exhibition at the Westinghouse 
lighting institute here today. Its 
secret is a new kind of electric 
switch, the “breath relay,’ for 
which is promised many useful ap- 
plications. It can be set to turn 
either on or off. 

It gives man a substitute for 
hands in cases where he wishes to 
avoid direct toueh. 

The latter purpose was the ob- 
ject of the inventor, Dr. E. E. Free, 
New York consulting engineer. 
But when the device was perfected 
by the Westinghouse company it 
proved to be unexpectedly reliable 
and not greatly subject to operation 
by vagrant breezes. 

The company says it can be used 
for safety devices and for extend- 
ing the operator’s control of auto- 
mobiles, airplanes, scientific ap- 
paratus, punch-presses and other 
machines in which hands and feet 
are busy. It can also be made to 
actuate devices that open service 
doors of restaurants, and to oper- 
ate the carriages of typewriters 
and billing machines. 


For extinguishing the lights a: 


person blows into a funnel which 
resembles the mouthpiece of a tele- 
phone. The breath strikes phos- 
phor bronze springs arranged so 
that the air impact strikes a large 
surface and is thereby amplified 
sufficiently to make a contact.

CURTISS FIELD, Valley Stream, 
N. Y., Sept. 4.—Capt. Dieudonne 
Coste and his co-pilot and mechan- 
ic, Maurice Bellonte took off at 
6:55 this morning (5:55 a. m. St. 
Louis time) for Dallas, Tex., to 
collect a $25,000 prize offered by 
Col William Easterwood Jr. 

The big red sesqui-plane ‘‘Ques- 
tion Mark” which made the first 
westward crossing of the North At- 
lantic from Paris to New York cir- 
cled once over the field then turned 
south west. 

Nine minutes before the Ques- 
tion Mark took the air, another 


Coste’s American representative,

Takeoff Delayed an ‘Mose. 

The takeoff of the French flyers 
was delayed an hour by the neces- 
sity of constructing a special de- 
vice -for spinning the propeller, 
which is set so high that it is very 
difficult for mechanics standing on 
the ground to start the engine. The 
device failed, but the motor was at 
last started by volunteers who 
risked their lives by leaping into 
the air to hang onto the high pro- 
peller blades. 

Capt. Coste said he expected to 
make the journey to Dallas in be- 
tween 12 and 15 hours. He had 
420 gallons of ga3oline pumped into 
the ship before he left. The radio 
which was in operation for all but 
the last few miles of the trans-At- 
lantic journey was still broken 
when today’s flight began but no 
difficulty was expected as perfect 
flying weather prevailed. 

The flyers arrived at the field 
about 3 o'clock this morning hav- 
ing had less than four hours of 
sleep. When they were awakened 
after their brief rest in a New 
York hotel Coste immediately 
jumped from bed ready for the 
new adventure, but Bellonte was 
less eager to face the day. 

“Just let me have five minutes 
more sleep,” he begged when he 
was shaken into consciousness, but 
Coste, a strict disciplinarian, got 
him out of bed. 

Delay Annoys Coste. 

Once at the field, fueling was 
immediately begun under Coste’s 
supervision, and Bellonte went to 
work upon maps of the route they 
will follow. 

When the fueling was completed 
and the plane first wheeled from 
the Hangar, newspaper photogra- 
phers and sound reel men surround- 
ed the ship and began taking pic- 
tures of plane and crew. Coste, 
irked at ‘the delay, kept shouting 
“hurry, hurry,’’ and finally succeed- 
ed in getting his ship to the flying 
line. Then came the delay occa- 
sioned by the difficulty in starting 
the motor and when ‘at last the en- 
gine burst into action and was suf- 
ficiently warmed to avoid all pos- 
the 
flyers lost not a moment in climb- 
ing aboard and following their 
manager into the air. 

Coste announced before leaving 
that the course as plotted by Bell- 
énte would lie over Easton, Allen- 
town and Pittsburg, Pa.; Steuben- 
ville and Cincinnati, O.; Louisville, 
Ky.; Little Rock, Ark., and Green- 
ville, Tex.

United States Senator Harry B. 
Hawes has mdde known in letters 
to several political and personal 
friends in Missouri that he will not 
seek re-election in 1932. His term 
expires in March, 1933. 

He has. accepted the salaried 
presidency of a nature conservation 
commission which is to be endowed 
to the extent of about $10,000,000, 
and which is being formed by Jo- 
seph P. Knapp of New. York, multi- 
millionaire magazine publisher. 

Senator Hawes has informed his 
friends that he expects to make 
formal announcement of his ac- 
ceptance of the position and of his 
decision not again to be a candi- 
date at the Democratic State Con- 
vention in Jefferson City Tuesday. 
He is now in New York andé-is ex- 
pected to arrive in St. Louis to- 
morrow or Saturday on his way to 
the convention. 

Hawes, who has gained nation- 
wide fame through his activities in 
Congress and outside of Congress 
on behalf of legislation to conserve 


the wild life of the country, at- | 


tracted Knapp's attention, it is 
said, by his book, “My Friend, the 
Black Bass,” which he published 
last spring. 
Asked Hawes to Resign. 

Knapp desired that Hawes resign 
from the Senate and immediately 
take over the presidency of the 
commission during its formative 
period, but Hawes 
plan. It was finally agreed tha 
while Hawes would become con- 
nected .with the movement at an 


in the Senate until the expiration 
of his term, and would not draw 
salary from the commission until 
that time.. 

Hawes has been an active sports- 
man for many years, and in recent 
years has been particularly active 
in movements to preserve and in- 
crease the birds and game in the 
country. He was the author in the 
last session of Congress of a reso- 
lution creating a special Senate 
Conservation Committee, of which 
Senator Walcott of Connecticut is 
chairman, and of which Hawes is 
a member. 

Several years ago Hawes, with 
a few friends purchased a Current 
River cottage near Doniphan, Mo., 
erected by the late Jeptha  D. 
Howe, and frequently entertains 
parties of friends there.

Knapp, who instituted the en- 
dowment for the commission which 
it is said, will be styled the “More 
Game Birds for America Commis- 
sion,’’ is chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Crowell 
Publishing Co., and is chairman 
of the board of P: F. Collier & 
Sons, publishing houses which is- 
sues the American Magazine, Col- 
liers, the Woman’s Home Compan- 
ion and several other magazines.

STREET CARS LOSE 
IN A YEAR'S TEST 


Riders in St. Louis 9.1 Pct. 
Fewer, Revenue 1.8 Pct. 
Less Than in Previous 52 
Weeks.

One full year of the experi- 
mental street car fare schedule in 
St. Louis has failed to fulfill the 
hope of the State Public Service 
Commission that it would check 
the decline in riding and increase 
the revenue of the company. 

The Public Service Co.’s weekly 
report issued yesterday for the 
period ending Aug. 24 covered the 
fifty-second week of the experi- 
mental fares. As compared with 


‘fare was in effect, the company 
'suffered a loss of 9.1 per cent in

fares collected, and 1.8 per cent in

Previously the greatest 
loss in revenue passengers was in

decline from the preceding year 
was 5.4 per cent. 

Business conditions leading to 
considerable unemployment un- 
doubtedly. contributed to decline in 
riding since the experimental fare 
became effective Aug. 26, 1929, but 
to what extent cannot be deter- 
mined. — 

In the 52 weeks the company 
carried on its street cars and busses 
224,728,445 revenue passengers 
with 247,226,098 the preceding 52 
weeks, a loss of 22,497,653. Its 
revenue was $19,094,455 compared 
with $19,452,811, a loss of $358,- 
356, 

Weekly Tickets Lose Popularity. 

It was the. expectation of the 
Public Service Commission and the 
company that a large majority of 
riders, probably 75 to 80 per cent, 
would buy tickets to enjoy the 
lower fare, but this never was true. 
At the beginning of the period 39 
per cent of riders paid the 10 cent 
cash fare and the steady increase 
of this proportion to 47 per cent 
indicated the trend of the public 
away from regular street car rid- 
ing. This trend also was empha- 
sized by the steady decrease in the 
number of weekly tickets sold. At 
one time it was as high as 176,000 
a week, but in the tast week of 
the period only 114,000 were sold. 

Faetors generally recognized as 
discouraging the purchase of week- 
ly tickets despite the saving were 
the expenditure of $1 at one time, 
the annoyance of taking care of a 
ticket with the possibility it might 
be lost, and the possibility not all 
the rides would be used. Contrib- 
uting to the Mst named factor is 
the general practice of automobile 
drivers of picking up friends and 
acquaintances on their way to and 
from work. This practice is so 
generally recognized as a menace 
to the revenues of street car com- 
panies that it has been widely dis- 
cussed in the industry's trade pa- 
pers. 

Bas Traff : Grows. 

A feature of the weekly reports 
has been the consistent gain in 
the company’s bus traffic and rev- 
enue despite the arp drop in 
street car business. ith the street 
cars showing weekly losses up to 
17 per cent In revenue passengers 
the busses gained as much as 25 
or 30 per cent in passengers car- 
ried and up to 45 per cent in rev- 
enue. This was partly due to the

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 


Republic, Sept. 4.—The city of San- 
to Domingo, most ancient settle- 
ment of the white man in the New 
World, was almost totally destroyed 
by a hurricane that swept over the 


eastern end of the Islahd of Haiti 
yesterday. Three nundred or more 


injured, 
The hurricane struck Santo Do- 
mingo at 2 p. m. and blew for 


four hours. Houses in the aristo- 
cratic quarter were razed to their 


foundations. Dwellings of the poor 
disappeared on the wings of a wind 


estimated to be biowing around 
150 miles an hour. Power facili- 


ties and the Ozama River Bridge 
were twisted into wreckage. 

Santo Domingo city faces a wa- 
ter famine, imperiling its 40,000 
or more inh&@bitants. Efforts are 
being made to bring in fresh water 
‘from . island points by overland 


truck transport. 

Scenes whose horror exceeded 
anything *witnessed here in ‘0 
years followed this hurricane, Pres- 
ident Rafael Trujillo took person- 
al charge of the relief work. The 
entire army was called out. 
Bridges, Roads Wrecked. 

The communications systems of 
the republic were totally disrupt- 
ed. No news came from the rest 
of the country, but in the nelgh- 
borhood of the capital, bridges 
were v-ecked and roads were ren- 
dered impassable. Telegraph lines 
disappeared. 

The plant of the newspaper La 
Opinion, Associated Press member 
in Santo Domingo, was destroyed. 
Despite this memto:rs of its staff 
at the first available opportunity 
sent a story of the disaster to the 
New York offices. 

A building adjoining La Opin- 
jon’s plant crumbled before the 
wind. . Three of its 15 occupants 
perished. 
The tunatic asylum was de- 
stroyed and those inmates escaping 
death ran wild through the city 
streets, adding to the horror of the 
disorder and confusion everywhere, 
They were finally recaptured by 
soldiers and police.

Deny Report That Diary 
Disclosed Frankel Died 
on March to White 
Island. 


THEY REFUSE TO 
DIVULGE CONTENTS 


Say Nothing Will Be Made 
Public Until Notebooks 
Are Turned Over to Gov- 
ernment.

TROMSOE, Norway, Sent. 4.— 
Hxamination of the bodies of Salo- 
mon August Andree 
Strindberg, resumed this morning 
by the Swedish experts, Prof. Hed- 
ren and Prof. Lithberg, produced a 
variety of small objects belonging 
to the two men but threw little 
additional light on the fate of the 
expedition. 

In Andree’s pocket was discov- 
ered a box of matches, besides 
some trinkets identified as having 
belonged to Strindberg, who ap- 
parently died before Andree and 
was buried by him on White Is- 
land. Strindberg’s belongings were 
recognized by his brother, a 
Stockholm sculptor, 

The preserved body of a very 
rare Arctic bird, nautical tables 
and charts, all] belonging to An- 
dree, were found among the ob- 
jects in the boat. 

Clearing up the mystery of the 
expendition’s wanderings now de- 
pends wholly on the -text, as yet 
undivulged, of the Andree diaries 
and note books, particularly those 
found on Andree’s body yesterday. 


Frankel Story Denied. 


The diaries are being kept care- 
fully locked, and it is stated that 
even the experts have not yet ex- 
amined them thoroughly: Prof. 
Hoel, the Norwegian scientist, said 
that statements about them were 
based On rumor and guess work. 

Prof. Lithberg stated that all 
members of the examining commis- 
sion had sworn silence on their 
contents, and that nobody else had 
been permitted to get near the 
books. The doors of the room 
where they are stored were pad- 
locked and sealed Tuesday night 
and the seals were unbroken when 
work 
yesterday. 

In addition to all other finds the 
diaries will be turned over to the 
Swedish Government, according to 
Prof. Lithberg. 


“IT know nothing about Frankel’s 
death dtring the march (Stock- 


‘holm dispatches yesterday report- 


ed that this was narrated in the 
diary). I have had no time for 
studying the diaries.

The viewers recommended an 
award of $118,055 for the 123 
acres which the setback levee right 
of way requires from his farm.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—E. J. 
Adams, lawyer in the Federal Trade 
Commission which is investigating 
the public utilities industries, de- 
nied today that he had any thought 
of compensation when he tried to 
engineer the sale of the Eugene, 
Ore., municipally owned power and 
light system to the P. W. Chapman 
Co., utility securities underwriters 
Adams 
returned to Washington this week 
and upon being informed that 
charges of unethical conduct had 
been made against him, asked Com- 
missioner McCulloch for an imme- 
diate hearing concerning his con- 
nections with the proposed sale. He 
said he was not at liberty to dis- 
close the plans he had forthe indus- 
trial development of Eugene, which 
is his legal residence, but promised 
to show the commission that he had 
been guilty of no violation of law or 
ethics. 


Explains His Action. 

“T wish it distinctly understood 
he said, “that I took an interest 
in the sale of the Eugene power 
and light system Solely in what I 
believed to be the best interests of 
the city and without any expecta- 
tion, agreement or desire for fi- 
nancial reward. 

“Eugene is still my home. Some 
months ago a friend of mine from 
Philadelphia told me that a group 
of Eastern capitalists were looking 
for a Western locality with possi- 
bilities of industrial development 
and I naturally thought of Eugene. 
The names of the interested par- 
ties were not disclosed and I did 
not learn for some time that the 
Chapman Co. was interested. My 
friend suggested that I might be 
able to help build up sentiment for 
transfer of the power plant from 
public to private ownership, the 
only condition upon which the pro- 
moters would consider the indus- 
trial project. 

“It is well known that nothing 


could be done without a vote of the 
people under the State law. The 
most I could do was to make pre- 
liminary overtures which seemed | 
t be welcomed by the Eugene) 
Water Board and its members.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—The 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas Rallroad 
was authorized today by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to in- 
teryene in the application of the 
Southern Pacific to acquire control 
of the St. Louis-Southwestérn Rail- 
road. 


At the legal department of the 
M.-K.-T. here, it was said today 
that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission would be asked, if it grants 
the Southern Pacific’s application, 
fo issue at the same time an order 
providing that existing channels of 
commerce shall be preserved so 
far as possible. 

At present, the M.-K.-T. and 
other Southwestern lines receive a 
share of through freight from the 
Southern Pacific, at junction points 
in Texas. If the Southern Pacific 
acquires the Cotton Belt, the ten- 
dency might be to divert this busi- 
ness wholly to that line, to the 
detriment of the other routes and 
the communities on them. This 
could be prevented, counsel thinks, 
by an order issued as a condition 
of the granting of the Southern 
Pacific’s application.

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LIBEL DECISION UPH 


Damages Awarded F. C. 
Seested of, Kansas City Are 
Reduced to $125,000. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 4.— 
The Missouri Su,reme Court today 
affirmed a IMbe! judgment of $1235,- 
000 for Frank C. Seested of Kan- 
sas City, former circulation man- 
ager of the Kansas City Star, 
asainst the Post Printing and 
Publishing Co., which formerly 
published the Kansas City Post. 
The suit involved editorials pub- 
lished in the Kansas City Post in 
1921, which Seested charged ques- 
ticned his loyalty to the United 
States during the World War. 

The judgment is the largest one 
for libel every affirmed by the 
Missouri Supreme Court, The 
Jackson County Circuit Court 
awarded Seested $200,000 damages 
when the suit was tried in 1926, 
of which $100,000 was for actual 
damages and $100,000 punitive 
damages. The Supreme Court held 
the award for actual damages was 
excessive and ordered $75,000 of 
that award remitted, letting the 
judgment stand at $125,000. 

The editorial which formed the 
basis of the suit were published in 
Post at the close of an American 
Légion convention in Kansas City. 
The publishing company was owned 
By E. &. Bonfils and H. H. Tam- 
men, newspaper publishers of Den- 
ver. The Post later was purchased 
by Walter S. Dickey of Kansas 
City. 

Chief Justice W. T. Ragland 
wrote the opinion affirming the 
judgment in Division No. 1 of the 
court. The othe: Judges of the,ii- 
vision concurred.

SON WINS ON APPEAL 
AGNINST HIS MOTHER 


Supreme Court Awards R. J. 
Ambruster Share in St. Louis 
Undertaking Firm. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 4.—A 
controversy over ownership of the 
Wilham Ambruster Undertaking 
Co, of &®. Louis, control of which 
had bee» acquired by Mrs. Edith E. 
Ambrrster, widow of the founder, 
by exchanging his funeral bill for 
his stock in administering his es- 
tate, was settled today by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Couri, which or- 
dered Mrs. Ambruster to turn over 
lightly less than half the stock to 
her.sen, Robert J. Ambruster, in a 
suit filed by the son. 

Commissioner G. R. Ellison re- 
versed a judgment of St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court m favor of Mrs. Am- 
bruster, and directed the lower 
Court to enter a decree requiring 
her to issue nine and one-tenth 
shares of the 20 shares of the com- 
pany stock to her son. The Com- 
missioner also ordered that $2475 
in back dividends be paid the son. 
All the Judges of Division No. 1 
eoncurred in the opinion. Mrs, 
Ambruster retains title to the ™- 
mainder of the stock. 

The company, capivalzed at only 
$2909, paid dividends totaling $12,- 
000 in 1924 and 1925, after pay- 
ment of expenses and salaries to 
Mrs. Ambruster and her son. 

William Ambruster founded the | 
company and had it incorporated | 
in 1915, with a capital of $2000, 
in 20 shares, of which he held 15, | 
his wife, three shares, and their | 
son, Robert, two shares. William | 
Ambruster died in 1916 and the 
widow was appointed administra- 
trix of the estate. 

Commissioner Ellison said the 
evidence showed that Mrs. Ambru- 
ster, as administratrix, sold her 
husband’s 15 shares to herself, and 
paid for the stock by causing his 
funeral bill of $1546, rendered by 
his undertaking company against 
his estate, to be receipted and can- 
celed without paying any consider- 
ation to the company. The Com- 
missioner said the bill later was 
charged off the company’s books 
as unpaid, and that the transaction 
involved the use of the company’s 
assets by Mrs. Ambruster to buy 
the stock for herself. 

Robert Ambruster managed the 
company for several years, with his 
mother as advisor, but left the firm 
in January, 1928, after a contro- 
versy with his mother Over the 
ownership, and. division of the 
profits. He filed suit to obtain a 
division of the 15 shares his father 
had held, and was operating a 
competing undertaking business 
when the suit was tried. 

He alleged his mother made an 
oral contract with him in 1917 that 
he was to manage the company 
until she accumulated $50,000, 
when she would turn the business 
over to him. Mrs. Ambruster de- 
nied making such an agreement. 
The evidence showed that Mrs. 
Ambruster received $87,823 from 
the company from 1922 to 1927 
and held property appraised at 
more than $150,000.

But he 
isn’t what I wanted to give the 
public.”

The Fighting Chaplain. 
NE of the queerest figures in 


pugilism today is the Rev. 
Earl Blackman, himself a fight- 
er in other days, now, among 
other things, a referee in Kan- 
sas City. Not so long ago he 
was acting Boxing Commissioner 
in Missouri, when. Dr. Burris 
Jenkins, the regular Commission- 
er, was unable to actively attend 
to his duties. 

The Reverend Blackman ref- 
erees practically all of the Ne- 
gro boxing shows at Kansas City 
and he knows his stuff. 

An interesting anecdote is told 
of the Rev. Blackman by Jimmy 
Bronson, who had contacts with 
Blackman in France, following 
the Armistice in France. 

Blackman one day approached 
Bronson, who was arranging box- 
ing shows during the period 
when our boys were waiting to 
be shipped home, and asked him 
to fix up a match for him. 

“I want te challenge all the 
chaplains of the A. E, F. in 
France to fight for the A. E. F. 
title,”” he declared. 

Bronson was ftunned. But 
thinking it over he recalled a 
pugnacious member of the clergy 
who, sure enough, agreed to 
fight. 

The match was arranged and 
announced. Both members of the 
clergy were ready to show their 
boxing prowess, when, a day be- 
fore the fight, it came to the 
ears of the horrified head ath- 
letic officer of the army area 
and he landed on the proposal 
with hobnails. 

The battle was not fought 
and the world’s greatest “Fight- 
ing Parson” therefore was. not 
determined. But the Rev. Earl 
Blackman was on hand ready 
to proceed. It wasn’t his fault 
that history lost forever the 
chance to establish for the first 
and last time the clergical fight 
championship of the Army.

S IT wasted? Not on your 

chin strap. Admitting all the 
unpleasant things said about the 
commercialization of football 
and the advertising use that is 
being made of it by schools and 
colleges, in some quarters, we 
still back up against the facts 
that it is a great game for con- 
ditioning and disciplining a 
young fellow’s body and mind; 
that it helps concentrate the at- 
tention of a student body on loy- 
alty toward the institution; and 
that it affofds plenty of enter- 
tainment and enthusiasm for the 
old grads, the undérgfads and 
the general public, besides giv- 
ing the fat old boys some fresh 
air and—a little hot air with 
it; and that the money earned 
by the football investment fi- 
nances all other sports activi- 
ties which serve to bring health 
and recreation to thousands of 
students not vigorous enough to 
take up football. 

Without the dividends. from 
college football the physical edu- 
cation programs of many of our 
largest universities and most of 
our smaller’ ones would be im- 
possible. 

The splendid stadia seen at 
nearly all universities today 
would not even be dreamed of 
without the aid of football re- 
ceipts. And the Director of Ath- 
letics and his force of physical 


education assistants would not 


be available, for lack of finances, 
if football were not the angel to 
produce the neéded money. 

Who will say, then, that the 
drawbacks of football offset its 
advantages?

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—No early season comment with regard 
to the coming football campaign would be complete without a brief 
discussion of the rules and rule changes. 
the changes which were made last winter are of no rel.tive import- 
To the close student of the game, however, and to those who 
really love the sport the changes, slight as they were, 
I refer to the rule changes affecting the shift and the 
screening of forward pass receivers.

It was a screened pase 
and came into being with the for- 
ward pass itself. In the early days 
of the forward pas¢é this type of 
play was not a particularly serious 
handicap to the defending team for 
a pass of any kind was considered 
highly dangerous and was rarely 
used, - 
Development of the Pass. 

As the forward pass developed 

how- 


ever, involving as it did actual in- 
terference—the taking out or 
blocking off of defense men—the 
burden on the defending team *be- 
came increasingly greater and fi- 
nally created a situation which 
made it necessary to legislate 
against the screening of a forward 
pass, in order that a proper bal- 
ance between the kicking running 
and passing games might be main- 
tained. Actual interference there- 
fore became illegal. It soon devl- 
oped however that passive inter- 
ference—simply getting in the way 
of an opponent—could be made al- 
most as effective as actual inter- 
ference, and as a result it became 
necessary to maintain the proper 
balance of attack by eliminating all 
forms of screening, the passive as 
well as the active interference with 
defense men until the pass has 
been completed. 


We enter upon the new season 
with these changes which I have 
discussed in effect. They are 
minor in detail and will I believe go 
unnoticed by the great majority of 
spectators.

Letters of Aid Says Roosevelt Was Angry at 
Mention of Charles Taft as Factor in 
Nomination of Brother.

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Back in 
March, 1909, William - Howard 


| Taft, just entering the presidency, 


sent a gold ruler and a letter of 
farewell to Theodore Roosevelt, 
just emerging from the presidency, 
who was embarking for Europe on 
his way to Africa to hunt wild ani- 
mals. 

Mr. Taft intrusted the present 
and letter to Major Archibald W. 
Butt, military aid first to Roosevelt 
and then to Taft. Butt started for 
New York.- He found Col. Roose- 
velt just as he was sailing on the 
steamship Hamburg. The former 
president did not have time to 
open the letter before the gang- 
plank was lowered. He said he 
would read it at sea. 

Maj. Butt went back to the 
White House. He told Mr. Taft of 
Col. Roosevelt’s appreciation of his 
gift and message. The President 
gleamed. He said he would anxi- 
ously wait for Col. Roosevelt’s an- 
swer to his letter. 
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Offended by Letter. 

Something in that letter peeved 
Roosevelt, Taft, unaware, waited 
vainly. Gradually the fear crept 
over him that he has lost the 
friendship of his political creator. 
He did not know how or why. But 
it was not until late in the sum- 
mer that Taft learned what it was 
in the letter which had displeased 
the Colonel. On Aug. 25 Major Butt 
wrote: 

“The President told me yesterday 
that the whole trouble between 
him and Mr. Roosevelt started, he 
feared, with the letter that I car 
ried to the ex-President when he 
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‘something offended him in that 
letter,’ said the president, ‘but 1 
was never certain what it was

When Roosevelt came back to 
the United States in June. 1919. 
President Taft sent Butt to New 
York to meet him and sent a let- 
ter inviting the ex-President to 
come to the White House. A we2k 
later Roosevelt acknowledged the 
invitation, but told the President 
that he was opposed to the icea 
of ex-Presidents visiting Washing- 
ton and would therefure never 
come to Washington while any of 
the political people were there. On 
June 24 Butt wrote: 

“The letter was almost too frank 
to please me, for, after all, ex- 
Presidents have come to Washing- 
ton and there is no reason why Mr. 
Roosevelt should not come except 
for some ulterior reason that does 
not show in the letter itself. I 
think the President was somewhat 
disappointed at its tone.” 

Taft's Regret Over Break. 

The summer wore on. Roosevelt 
continued to ignore Taft. The 
agony of spirit through whico Taft 
was passing over his break with 
Roosevelt finally brought him to 
the point of tears. On Jan. 1%, 
1911, Maj. Butt quotes him a3 fol- 
lows: 

* ‘Archie,’ said the President, ‘] 
don’t see what I could have done 
to make things different. But it 
distresses me very deeply to think 
of him sitting there at Oyster Bay 
alone and feeling himself deserted. 
I know just what he feels.’ 

“The President stopped talking 
and looked far ahead of him. He 


reached up and wiped his eyes. I 


don’t knew whether a tear had 
formed there or not, but I could 
see that something of a big nature 
was going on in his mind. He may 
have been reviewing all these years 
of intimacy and come face to face 
with some thought of disloyalty on 
his part. I started to rise, but he 
waved me back and he sat for some 
time longer in absolute silence.” 


The letters of Maj. Butt show 
that President Taft expected 
Charles E. Hughes to be President. 
In his letter of Nov. 15, 1909, he 
quotes the President as saying: “If 
I am defeated for the next nomina- 
tion I think it will be by Hughes. 
And I don’t think he will allow his 
name to be used unless he feels 
that I have no chance to win. I 
will have a chance to offer him a 
seat on the supreme bench. He will 
be inclined to accept and he will 
waver and he will then consult his 
wife and she, I think, will be the

Taft appointed Hughes to the 
Supreme Court in 1910 and Hughes 
accepted, resigning in 1916 to be- 
come the Republican candidate for 
President.

Butt, broken in health in 
the winter of 1912, went abroad 
on the recommendation of\ Presi- 
dent Taft. He was returning to 
America in April on the liner Ti- 
tanic and went down with the ship.

The proposed consolidation of St. 
Louis and St. Louis 
Greater St. Louis was debated last 
night before the County Real Estate 
Board, at the Clayton City Hall, by 
Prof. Thomas H. Reed, consultant 
of the City and County Metropoli- 
tan Development Committee, and 
Circuit Judge Lashly of the coun- 


ty. an outspoken critic of the plan. 

Reed was employed as an expert 
in drafting the metropolitan plan, 
while Lashly for years hds opposed 
city-county union. If the proposed 
enabling constitutional amendment 
is adopted in November, a metro- 
politan charter in harmony with 
the plan, already prepared, will be 
submitted at separate elections in 
the city and county early next 
year. Reed’s statement in support 
of the plan, epitomized, was: 

Community problems that can- 
not be handled well because of the 
separate governments will increase, 
and continuation of the present di- 
vision of city and county is not 
feasible because the city cannot ex- 
pand and there is no possibility of 
effective co-operation by the 
county. 


County debt would be assumed 


by the greater city, but municipal 
debts would be retained by the 
cities. City-owned utilities ceuld 
be taken over by Greater St. Louis 
on assumption of their debts, but 
the people could control this 
through the vote-on necessary bond 
issues. High water rates in the 
county cannot be relieved unless 
the greater city takes over the pri- 
vate company ,and Reed proposes 
to have the charter provide that 
Greater St. Louis could buy the St. 
Louis County Water Co. at a price 
fixed by the State Public Service 
Commission, including only prop- 
erty used for production and sale 
of water. 
Metropolitan Authority. 

Metropolitan authority would be 
in a board of 11 commissioners, 
four from the county, six from the 
city, and one at large—and this 
distribution is more than fair to 
the county by giving it represen- 
tation in excess of present popula- 
tion. It would be possible to pay 
municipal officials annual salaries 
larger than the present $10,000 
constitutional limit, but this would 
be an economy by attracting effi- 
cient administrators. The scheme 
for equalizing property assess- 
ments for metropolitan tax purpos- 
es only is fair and avoids undue 
increases On county property, now 
assessed low, for local purposes.

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BUSINESS AND COMMODITY PRICES. 

Reductions in commodity prices will not bring 
about a business revival. So says Calvin Coolidge. 
They will not make the rich buy more goods, because 
the rich will buy whether prices are high or low. 
They will not increase the purchases of the poor, for 
the poor will not have money with which to buy, 
even at lower prices. Prices, therefore, must be kept 
high. High prices will yield fat profits. Fat profits 
will bring prosperity. 

This reasoning is entirely consistent with the Coo- 
lidgian social philosophy. Community well-being is 
but a by-product of pecuniary gain. Business must 
have a buyer. If prices are not yet low enough to 
enable the masses to buy, they must go still lower. 
A monetary system which is based upon strictly lim- 
ited stocks of gold cannot support a permanently 
rising level of prices. A limited supply of money can 
accomplish an increasing volume of transactions only 
if prices fall. And sooner or later, fall they must. 

Nor can we hope for business to revive until this 
adjustment takes place. When existing stocks of 
goods are more nearly exhausted, when low retail 
prices stimulate consumer demand, when low ma- 
terial prices and low rates of interest promise low 
costs and again hold out the hope of profits to the 
producer, then, and only then will prosperity return. 

We regret, quite as much as does Mr. Coolidge, 
that our industry runs, as it does, by fits and starts. 
We hope that human intelligence may some day come 
to the point of stabilizing operations. But we fail 


‘to see that anything is to be accomplished by ignor- 


ing the basic realities of the situation and taking 
refuge in hypothetical abstractions. 
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Mexico uses the national lottery ‘to support the 
charities of the republic, and we use the stock market 
to support the fallacy that stocks are worth more 
than they earn, 
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THE HISTORY LESSON. 

The opening of another school year is a good time 
to speak of the work of the International Commit- 
tee of Historical Science. Teachers of history who 
would have their classrooms institutions for spread- 
ing mutual respect among nations will do well to 
make the committee’s spirit theirs as they take up 
the trail of the past with their pupils. The com- 
mittee, composed of historians and history teachers, 
has begun to study history textbooks of different 
countries with the end in view that all shall be al- 
tered to agree with each other and the truth. The 
good which can come from the success of such a 
movement is inestimable. Without doubt much of the 
teaching in history classes has been detrimental to 
the peace of the world. Too much nationalism has 
been taught and too much emphasis placed on wars.

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TRANSPORTATION AND STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

A correspondent made in ghe Letter Column yester- 
day a point often made with respect to transportation 
and street improvements. That is, street car lines 
bear part of the cost of pavements where busses do 
not. Therefore, street cars are better suited to the 
municipal economy. 

The weakness of this point is that the people 
prefer to ride on busses. It is so everywhere. They 
cannot be persuaded to give up the bus and go 
back to the street car because the latter help pay 
for pavements. In time, when busses shall have 
replaced street cars, perhaps altogether, the busses 
will have to bear some of the burden of maintain- 
ing city pavements. It is difficult to adjust that 
matter while transportation is in transition. The 
trackless trolley bus, which St. Louis has so far 
rejected, is an effoft to avoid the burden usually 
assumed by street cars. 

The first burden of which all such transportation 
must first be relieved is that of exploitation. Nothing 
that any of it pays or will pay to municipalities is 
or ever will be comparable to the tolls paid to 
profiteers.

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SHE SNOOPS TO CONQUER. 
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Rejecting Leaders of Courage 


When citizens of ability run for office, the American electorate enthusiastically spurns 
them for candidates whose private convictions “will never be allowed to stand in 


the way of the people’s will’ 


"; the stock market first, politics second; the doctrine 


of the Seven Fat Years; muddling through crises.

OVERNING the United States is a big 
(5 icv. it needs men of courage and far- 

sightedness. How can we bring men like 
that back into public life? Well, we are 
so tangled up in the machinery of po- 
litical organization that we cannot do 
much all at once. We can only, as each 
opportunity arises, vote for men of courage 
and aguiast pushovers, in the hope that 
eventually the politicians will realize that 
it is safe to nominate men who are not 
afraid to stand up. 

Ten years ago the President of the Unit- 
ed States had been defeated on a highly 
important issue by a party in the Senate; 
and on that conflict fought out within the 
framework of the government, thé voters 
were about to pass judgment in a great 
and solemn referendum, The result of that 
referendum was a foregone conclusion, so 
it is a purely academic criticism that the 
Democrats ought to have renominated Wil- 
son, whose record was their retord; or, if 
illness disqualified him, ought to have nom- 
inated McAdoo who was in the dynastic 
succession, instead of picking a candidate 
who had had nothing to do with the Wil- 
son administration, 

But the Republicans ought to have nom- 
inated Lodge. He was a man of courage, 
capacity, and shrewdness (whatever elsé 
you may think he was); he had to be, to 
win that fight over the treaty. Also he was 
the incarnation of the leading issue. In a 
country governed by the . parliamentary 
system, it would have been a matter of 
course that Lodge should succeed Wilson. 
It had been shown that the President could 
not govern in the face of serious opposie 
tion in the Senate; it was then the Senate's 
turn to govern; to put into foree its owas 
policies after it had rejected the President's, 


The Senate chose to govern, but from be- 
hind the curtains. Its own foreign policy 
was purely negative so it did not insist, as 
it might have done, on the appointment of 
& Secretary of State who would represent 
its views. To do that would have entailed 
responsibility, would have required initia- 
tive, the difficult mental labor of working 
out an affirmative policy. The Senate pre- 
ferred to hold its veto Over the Secretary 
of State; and for the presidency the dom- 
inant Senatorial group chose a man whose 
sole merit was that there was nothing 
against him—then, 

Mr. Harding did the best he could, tried 
as well as he knew how to live up to his 
job; but he was a bramble and there was 
room for nobody but the Ohio Gang in his 
shadow. Who was to blame for the corrup- 
tion of Harding’s administration—Harding, 
or the men of greater capacity who se- 
lected him rather than undertake the bur- 
dens of the presidency themselves? Or 
the voters, we the people of the United 
States, whose behavior for a hundred years 
had taught the politicians that they could 
safely nominate an incompetent man? 

Well, we survived Harding; why worry? 
What difference does it make who is Presi- 
dent? A good many people asked that ques- 
tion in the days when the only real interest 
of the American people was the rising stock 
market, As Mr, Bernard Fay put it, if we 


| 


nominated candidates who meant some- 
thing and fought elections on real issues, 
all sorts of bitterness might be stirred up; 
but when elections were only auctions won 
by the bidder who promised most prosper- 
ity, nobody need take them seriously. That 
was a plausible doctrine in the Seven Fat 
Years; I find, on reflection, that I have 
advocated it myself, in the pages of this 
magazine, But in the Year Two of the Era 
of the Abolition of Poverty it begins to 
seem that we might be a little more careful 
in choosing our rulers. The time may come 
when this nation will have to hunt the 
shade, and will not find much of it under 
a bramble. 
cd * * 

But have we not survived every crisis? 
Yes, we have, so far. We won our inde- 
pendence and established a nation thanks 
to a generation of statesmen who were 
about the ablest lot of men that has ever 
served any nation in modern times. Some 
of those men were good politicians, but 
few of them could be elected to public of- 
fice today. We muddled through to a draw 
in the War of 1812 because England was 
busy with Napoleon; we had no other for- 
eign wars with serious adversaries till we 
got into trouble with the Germans. Then 
we proved the organizing ability for which 
America is renowned by being ready to 
fight a year and a half after war was de- 
clared. If we had got into that war single- 
handed, if we had not had allies to hold 
the enemy off till we got ready, the loss 
of a single fleet action would have ruined 
us. 

We have recovered from panic after 
panic—because of our innate virtue and 
industry? Perhaps; but our immense nat- 
ural resources helped; also the fact that 
any man who was dissatisfied at home 
could go West and homestead a quarter 
section. We have about come to the end of 
that happy time and perhaps our natural 
resources will not last forever. We have 
learned a good deal lately about cushion- 
ing the shock of panics; Lut the optimists 
who wrote the obituary of the “business 
cycle” were a little premature. We may 
have latent in ‘the citizen body as mutch 
governmental ability as the great Revolu- 
tionary statesmen displayed; but it rarely 
tries to run for office, and when it does 
we enthusiastically reject it, and choose 
somebody who announces that his private 
convictions will never be allowed to stand 
in the way of the people's will. 

Once, in a crisis, we got a Lincoln. Provi- 
dence? Maybe; it certainly was not popu- 
Jar foresight. Nobody knew that Lincoln 
was Lincoln when he was elected; and his 
hubsequent conflicts with the leaders of 
his party suggest that if his quality had 
been appreciated he could never have got 
the nomination, We can hardly count on 
Providence to deal us a Lincoln eff the bot- 
tom of the deck every time we need one.

INQUEST TESTIMONY

Jury Decided Derailment 
Was ‘‘Unavoidable Acci- 
dent” but Recommended 


Improvements.

The defective ties which were 
torn up and exposed by the wreck 
of the Frisco’s “Texas Special” 
Sunday night when six persons 
were killed came from a rarely- 
used siding which was plowed up 
with the main line tracks, Presi- 
dent J. M. Kurn of the Frisco said 
today. 

Answering witnesses who testi- 
fied at yesterday’s inquest’ that 
they found “rotten ties” on the 
ground after the wreck, Kurn said 
the ties and roadbed of the main 
line tracks were in “perfect condi- 
tion.”” The siding was rarely used, 
he said, and was to be removed. 

A verdict of unavoidable acci- 
dent and a recommendation that 
the Frisco improve its roadbed 
through Kirkwood, where the 
wreck occurred, was returned by 
the jury, after Frisco officers had 
attributed the wreck to stones 
placed on the track by vandals and 
Chief of Police Schroeder of Kirk- 
wood and others had criticized the 
ties. The jury spent 30 minutes at 
the wreck scene, inspecting’ ties 
and rails.

The Governor of the State, the 
head of the sociology department 
at Butler University, a banker and 
a minister agree with Judge Dun- 
levy’s estimate. 

Yet figures complied by the In- 
diana State Compensation Bureau 
show that the average weekly wage 
in Indiana is only $26.63. 

In New York, where living ex- 
ponges are higher, the Home Mak- 
ing Bureau of the New York State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs sug- 
gests $60 a weck ag the sum on 
which a young couple can set up 
housekeeping comfortably. What 1s 
the average young man's wage in 
that city we don't know, but it’s 
certainly well below $60 a week. 

Yet young men continue to mar- 
ry, both in Indiana and in New 
York, and most of the marriages 
do not end in divorce caused by 
financial trouble—or by any other 
kind of trouble. 

We have reached the conclusion 
that hard and fast stipulations as 
to the specific salary on which 
marriage can be financed are—if 
you will pardon the colloquialism— 
the bunk. If ever there were a cease 
altered by circumstances—and by 
character—it is this case of youth- 
ful matrimony. What young per- 
sons need to marry on is, first of 
all, the deep, unshakable joyous 
love that is ready to make sacri- 
fices with a smile; next, vigorous 
health and ambition on both sides, 
finally, money sense, rather than 
a minimum wage arbitrarily fixed 
by a sociologist. 

There certainly are many young 
couples who enjoy life hugely on 
much’ less than $60 a week. The 
point, it seems to us, is not so 
much the gize of the husband’s 
salary as the size of what he and 
his bride want for it. They can 
figure that out before the wed- 
ding day—they can and they 
should. 

How much rent they will pay, 
how much they will spend on 
clothes and lunches and personal 
expénses, how much their food will 
cost—these are items which they 
can determine approximately by 
investigation, by comparison of 
their respective tastes, by estimate 
of their respective powers of self- 
denial. ' 

Rénts for example, are the most 
variable things; we know of a 
woman who paid $90 a month for 
a room and a bath in Greenwich 
Village; on the other hand we kndw 
of two young men who found a 
five-room apartment only a. few 
blocks away at $50 a month. -If a 
young couple is not fussy about the 
neighborhood—or the stairs: bar- 
gain apartments are still to be dis- 
covered for the hunting. 

As regards the housekeeping 
budget, we know three business 
girls who chip in $9 a week for 
the “pussy” out of which they buy 
all the food for their breakfasts 
and dinners. Naturally, they don’t 
have many chops and steaks, but 
they eat balanced nourishing, suf- 
ficiently abundant, easily prepared 
meals. The young couple willing 
to set a simple table shrewd in buy- 
ing at chain store sales and push 
—— can eat economically in New 

ork. 


NOTHER factor to be consid- 

ered in financing a modern 

marriage is that it can often be 
based on two salaries instead of 
one if the girl is willing to keep on 
with her job at least for a time. 
Certainly two persons who live 
apart on $25 a week apiece can 
marry and keep house together on 
$50! When we said “keep house 
together,” we meant exactly that 
It isn’t fair for any bride to have 
to do all the housekeeping and io 
work downtown into the bargain. 
If she helps her young husband by 
working outside the home he must 
help her by working inside it. 

Yes, it will be hard work for 
both—but not too hard if they 
have love, health, ambition and the 
money sense which inspired a 
fifty-fifty newly married pair of 
our acquaintance to ask that their 
wedding presents. be checks, and 
that a beloved aunt tend them an 
electrical egg boiler or toaster in 
place of her contemplated silver 
vase which they had neither room 
to store nor’ time to polish. In 
that last stipulation, it seems to us 
is @ flashlight of the difference be- 
tween yesterday’s young married 
couple and today’s! 

In short, it’s sense, not cents, 
which will count for more in the 
budget on which the right sort of 
youngsters get married.

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How to Make a 
Table for the Car 

TABLE, or say two tables, one 
A for each seat in the sedan, 

can be made by the handy 
man any Saturday afternoon. The 
result will be more than satisfactory 
when the family takes a long tour- 
ing trip or when running out for 
an auto picnic; for, with a table— 
with its two end hodks (C) stuck 
between the glass and the inner 
edge of the metal frames on the 
bottom side of the two door win- 
dows, one can easily and comfort- 
ably partake of a meal, or indulge 
in a game of cards, or beguile the 
weary hour with a game of soli- 
taire. 

The tables are adjustable, for the 
sake of stowing them beneath the 
back of the front seat in the space 
occupied by the foot rail in the 
rear section of the car. A catch 
of the swivel-button variety, placed 
at either end of the seat back, will 
hold the table in place. 

The length and width of the ta- 
ble is, of course, regulated by the 
space just mentioned; but, 13 
inches is a desirable width if it is 
possible to have the table that 
width. Some sedans will require 
the proportions given in our fl- 
lustrations, while others will re- 
quire different proportions, That 
is a matter for the handy man to 
decide. 

The lumber is California red- 
wood, or perhaps cedar, principally 
because clear, wide boards of these 
woods can be easily obtained. The 
screws used to join the various 
parts should be of brass to prevent 
rusting. ‘The strips of metal (C) 
should be of brass, to prevent 
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
